When  sown  in  early 
spring,  it  will  usually  bo  ready  for 
pasturing  in  about  eight  weeks. 
Some  have  gotten  very  largo  yields 
by  cutting  the  crop  rather  than  by 
pasturing  it,  writes  Mr.  W.  J.  Ken¬ 
nedy.  If  you  cut  it  do  hot  cut  too 
cloro  to  the  ground,  for  if  this  is 
done  tho  plants  oftentimes  fall  to 
produce  a  second  crop.  If  cut  4  or 
6  inches  above  the  ground  as  many 
as  threo  crops  a  season  can  bo  had 
from  one  seeding.  When  seeding  !n 
early  spring  it  may  either  be 
sown  in  drills  or  broadcast.  Usual¬ 
ly  tho  best  results  are  obtained 
when  drilled  in  rows  from  2  to  2} 
feet  apart,  Just  wide  onough  to  al¬ 
low  a  cultivator  to  pass  between  tho 
rows.  If  cultivated  twd^or  threo 
times  tho  weeds  are  kept  down  and 
the  rapo  will  make  a  much  more 
rapid  growth.  If  drilled,  about  two 
pounds  of  seed  per  acre  should  be 
usod,  but  if  broadcasted  use  double 
that  amount.  Never  sow  anything 
but  the  Dwarf  Essex  variety  as  it  is 
the  best.  Sometimes  farmers  have 
been  deceived  in  buying  rape  need, 
and  got  a  kind  that  did  not  make 
much  growth  and  blossomed  early. 

Rape  will  grow  and  do  vory  well 
on  n  variety  of  soils,  but  the  larg¬ 
est  yields  and  most  satisfactory  re¬ 
sults  uro  obtainod  when  it  is  pro¬ 
duced  on  a  rich  soil  containing  a 
liberal  amount  of  vegetable  matter. 
When  sown  alone  and  in  spring  moro 
rape  will  ho  grown  than  is  possible 
by  any  other  method,  as  oftentimes 
three  crops  j *er  season  can  bo  ob¬ 
tainod  by  such  a  practice.  Many 
farmers  havo  succeeded  in  getting 
two  crops  off  tho  same  ground  by 
sowing  rape  seed  with  oats  or  in  the 
corn  held  at  time  of  Inst  cultiva¬ 
tion.  Such  u  practice  is  frequently 
followed  by  good  results,  but  If  tho 
season  be  very  dry,  tho  rape  may 
not  make  much  growth.  It  Is  well 
worth  any  man's  time  to  experiment 
a  littlo  along  these  lines,  for  in 
most  instances  ho  will  be  well  paid 
for  his  trouble. 

When  sown  with  oats  tho  most 
common  prdbtlce  is  to  mix  the  rapo 
seed  in  the  seedbox  with  oats  and 
drill  both  at  the  same  time.  About 
one  and  a  half  pounds  of  seed  per 
acre  should  be  used.  On  very  rich 
soil  it  might  not  bo  advisable  to 
uso  more  than  ono  pound  of  seed 
per  acre.  The  rape  plant  will  make 
a  fair  growth  until  the  oat  crop  is 
harvested  when  it  will  grow  vory 
rapidly  and  furnish  an  abundance 
of  good  pasturo  for  sheep,  hogs  or 
young  cattle.  When  grown  in  the 
corn  field  tho  seed  should  be  sown 
Just  before  the  last  cultivation.  Sow 
about  two  and  n  half  pounds  of  seed 
per  acre.  This  method  is  occasional¬ 
ly  moro  satisfactory  than  to  sow 
with  oats,  but  cither  method  may 
prove  vory  profitable. 

Kupo  is  not  like  clover,  cowpoas, 
or  soja  beans  in  being  ablo  to  ob¬ 
tain  its  nitrogen  from  tho  air,  and 
consequently  is  not  so  valuable  as 
a  fertilizer.  Tho  roots  of  tho  rapo 
plant  go  down  into  tho  subsoil  and 
in  this  way  they  bring  fertility  to 
tho  surface  soil.  Some  grow  rape 
for  this  jMurposo  alone,  but  most 
people  grow  it  for  its  value  us  a  for¬ 
age  crop. 


warm.  They  can  have  all  this,  and 
yet  handle  little  money. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  the  city  he 
has  to  pay  money  for  rent,  for 
meat,  milk,  eggs,  butter,  and  fuel, 
that,  if  it  docs  not  entirely  con¬ 
sume  the  salary,  makes  a  big  hole 
in  it,  and  if  sickness  comes  the  sal¬ 
ary  stops,  but  tho  needs  demand 
cash  just  tho  same. 

If  sickness  comes  on  the  farm, 
some  6tock,  some  grain,  some  hay, 
chickens,  eggs,  butler  or  milk  can 
be  sold,  and  no  ono  need  suffer.  The 
home  folks  can  go  on  with  the 
work,  and  the  income  is  not  stop¬ 
ped.  You  may  bo  lazy  or  shiftless. 
The  farm  is  tho  best  place  for  you. 
You  can  fish  a  little,  or  hunt  a  lit¬ 
tle;  pick  up  some  down  wood  for 
fuel;  for  cLotVet,  one  pair  of  over¬ 
alls  lasts  a  time  with  littlo  ex¬ 
ercise,  and  you  can  be  pretty  com¬ 
fortable.  Then  you  are  away  from 
everybody,  and  your  rent  don't  am¬ 
ount  to  much,  and  your  thiftlesswoss 
don't  bother  your  neighbors— which 
is  a  blessing.  * 

But  to  tho  educated,  enterprising 
and  hustling  man,  the  farmer  can 
havo  it  all.  He  has  tho  money¬ 
making  herd  of  cows,  the  fine,  high 
priced  horses.  He  finds  money  in 
the  business.

ASK  FOR  GRANT. 

Hon.  John  Drydon  was  waited  up¬ 
on  by  a  deputation  of  Ontario  live 
stock  breedors.  They  asked  for  a 
grant  of  $50,000  to  assist  them  in 
making  an  exhibit  at  the  St.  Louis 
Exposition  In  1604.  It  was  pro¬ 
posed  to  spend  the  money  principal¬ 
ly  in  prizes  to  be  awarded  to  On¬ 
tario  exhibitors,  and  the  balance  for 
tho  maintenance  of  the  animals  at 
the  fair.

BILLS  PRESENTED.  ^ 

Mr.  Demers  (St.  John  and  Iber¬ 
ville)  presented  his  bill  to  amend  tho 
Supreme  Court  and  Exchequer  Court 
Acte,  and  a  bill  to  imdemnify  those 
who  suffer  damages  in  consequence 
of  Area  caused  by  railroad*.

The  members  of  the  Ontario  Agri¬ 
cultural  and  Experimental  Union  uro 
pleased  to  state  that  for  1903  they 
are  prepured  to  distribute  into  every 
Township  of  Ontario  material  for 
experiments  with  fodder  crops,  roots, 
grains,  grasses,  clovers  and  fer¬ 
tilizers.  Upwards  of  1,400  varieties 
of  farm  crops  have  been  tested  in 
tho  Experimental  Department  of  the 
Ontario  Agricultural  College,  Guelph 
for  at  least  ffvo  years  in  succession.

USEFUL  FORAGE  PLANT 


Rape  wood  may  be  sown  at  differ¬ 
ent  seasons.  The  time  of  seeding 
will  depend  largely  on  the  time  o t 
year  the  crop  is  wanted  for  feeding, 
it  can  bo  sown  in  early  spring  or  as 
late  as  August  and  good  .seStflts 
will  bo  obtained,  providing  tnfc“"Sea- 
boii  is  moist  enough  to  germinate 
tho  seed.  When  sown  in  early 
epring,  it  will  usually  bo  ready  for 
pasturing  in  about  eight  weeke. 
Sonic  have  got^on  very  large  yields 
by  cutting  the  crop  rather  than  by 
pasturing  it,  writes  Mr.  W.  J.  Ken¬ 
nedy.  If  you  cut  it  do  hot  cut  too 
cloro  to  the  ground,  for  if  this  is 
done  tho  plants  oftentimes  fail  to 
produce  a  second  crop.  If  cut  4  or 
6  inches  above  tho  ground  as  many 
as  three  crops  a  season  can  bo  hod 
from  one  seeding.  When  seeding  !n 
eurJy  spring  it  may  either  be 
sown  in  drills  or  broadcast.  Usual¬ 
ly  tho  best  results  are  obtained 
when  drilled  in  rows  from  2  to  2\ 
feet  apart,  just  wide  enough  to  al¬ 
low  a  cultivator  to  pass  between  the 
row’s.  If  cultivated  two  or  three 
times  tho  weeds  are  kept  down  and 
the  rape  will  make  a  rrcudh  more 
rapid  growth.  If  drilled,  about  two 
pounds  of  seed  per  acre  should  be 
usod,  but  if  broadcasted  use  double 
that  amount.  Never  sow  anything 
but  the  Dwarf  Essex  variety  as  it  is 
the  best.  Sometimes  farmers  have 
been  deceived  in  buying  rape  seed, 
and  got  a  kind  that  did  not  mako 
much  growth  and  blossomed  early. 

Rape  will  grow  and  do  vory  well 
on  a  variety  of  soils,  but  the  larg¬ 
est  yields  and  most  satisfactory  re¬ 
sults  uro  obtained  when  it  is  pro¬ 
duced  on  a  rich  soil  containing  a 
liberal  amount  of  vegetable  matter. 
When  sown  alone  and  in  spring  more 
rape  will  bo  grown  than  is  possible 
by  any  other  method,  as  oftentimes 
three  crops  j>er  season  can  bo  ob¬ 
tained  by  such  a  practice.  Many 
farmers  havo  succeeded  in  getting 
two  crops  off  tho  sumo  ground  by 
Bowing  rape  seed  with  oats  or  In  the 
corn  held  at  time  of  last  cultiva¬ 
tion.  Such  a  practice  is  frequently 
followed  by  good  results,  but  if  tho 
season  be  very  dry,  tho  rape  may 
not  make  much  growth.  It  is  well 
worth  any  man's  time  to  experiment 
a  little  along  these  lines,  for  In 
most  instances  ho  will  be  well  paid 
for  his  trouble. 

When  sown  with  oats  the  most 
common  prdfctfce  is  to  mix  the  rape 
se<*d  in  the  scerlbox  with  oats  and 
drill  both  at  tho  same  time.  About 
one  and  a  half  pounds  of  seed  per 
acre  should  bo  used.  On  very  rich 
soil  It  might  not  bo  advisable  to 
use  more  than  one  pound  of  seed 
per  acre.  Tho  rape  plant  will  make 
a  fair  growth  until  the  oat  crop  is 
harvested  when  It  will  grow  vory 
rnpidly  ami  furnish  an  abundance 
of  good  pasture  for  sheep,  hogs  or 
young  cattle.  When  grown  in  the 
corn  field  tho  seed  should  be  sown 
Just  before  the  last  cultivation.  Sow 
about  two  and  n  half  pounds  of  seed 
per  acre.  This  method  is  occasional¬ 
ly  more  satisfactory  than  to  sow 
with  oats,  but  either  method  may 
prove  vory  profitable. 


Rapo  is  not  like  clover,  cowpcas, 
or  soju  beans  in  being  ablo  to  ob¬ 
tain  its  nitrogen  from  tho  air,  and 
consequently  is  not  so  valuablo  an 
h  fertilizer.  The  roots  of  the  rapo 
plant  go  down  Into  the  subsoil  and 
in  tills  way  they  bring  fertility  to 
tho  surface  soil.  Some  grow  rape 
for  this  jHurposo  alone,  but  most 
pcoplo  grow  it  for  its  value  us  a  for¬ 
age  crop.

The 
home  folks  can  go  on  with  the 
w’ork,  and  the  Income  is  not  stop¬ 
ped.  You  may  bo  lazy  or  shiftless. 
The  farm  is  tho  best  place  for  you. 
You  can  flsh  *  little,  or  hunt  a  lit¬ 
tle;  pick  up  some  down  wood  for 
fuel;  for  clothes,  one  pair  of  over¬ 
alls  lasts  a  P'ug  time  with  little  ex¬ 
ercise,  and  ycu  can  be  pretty  com¬ 
fortable.  Th<«  you  are  away  from 
everybody,  and  your  reut  don’t  am¬ 
ount  to  much,  and  your  shlftlesswosw 
don't  bother  your  neighbors— which 
is  a  blessing.  * 

But  to  tho  educated,  enterprising 
and  hustling  man,  the  farmer  can 
have  it  all.  He  has  tho  money¬ 
making  herd  of  cows,  the  fine,  high 
priced  horses.  He  finds  money  in 
the  business.

ASK  FOR  GRANT. 

Hon.  John  Dryden  was  waited  up¬ 
on  by  a  deputation  of  Ontario  live 
stock  breedors.  They  asked  for  a 
grant  of  $50,000  to  assist  them  in 
making  an  exhibit  at  the  St.  Louis 
Exposition  In  1004.  It  was  pro¬ 
posed  to  spend  the  money  principal¬ 
ly  in  prizes  to  be  awarded  to  On¬ 
tario  exhibitors,  and  the  balance  for 
tho  maintenance  of  tho  animals  at 
the  fair. 

Mr.  Dryden,  in  reply,  did  not  mako 
a  definite  promise.  As  tho  money 
was  not  needed  this  year,  he  ex¬ 

plained,  there  would  bo  no  occasion

Rupo  is  not  like  clover,  cowpoas, 
or  soja  beans  in  being  ablo  to  ob¬ 
tain  its  nitrogen  from  the  air,  and 
consequently  is  not  so  valuablo  as 
a  fertilizer.  The  roots  of  the  rapo 
plant  go  down  into  the  subsoil  and 
in  fids  way  they  bring  fertility  to 
the  warfare  soil.  W(jmc  grow  rapo 
for  this  jMurpose  alone,  but  most 
people  grow  it  for  its  value  us  a  for¬ 
age  crop. 

Jiupo  is  an  excellent  food  for 
sheep,  swine,  beef  cattle,  and  when 
carefully  fed  to  dairy  cows  good  re¬ 
sults  ran  bo  obtained.  To  those 
who  have  never  tried  t ho  rupe  plant 
3  would  say,  sow  a  little  and  bo 
convinced  that  it  is  one  of  the  most 
useful  forage  plants  the  farmer  can 
grow. 


ENSILAGE. 

In  order  to  rcruro  the  best  results 
it  is  generally  considered  that  somo 
food  having  that  quality  known  as 
Kucculenco  is  necessary.  When  on 
pastiiro  the  cow,  as  a  rule,  does  her 
host,  and  to  make  the  best  of  « win¬ 
ter  conditions  something  must  bo 
provided  that  has  some  of  the  pro¬ 
perties  of  grass.  Two  methods  are 
used  to  supply  this  noecssary  qual¬ 
ity;  by  the  use  of  root  crops;  by  the 
use  of  silage.  When  attention  is’ 
given  to  winter  dairying,  silage 
should  by  all  means  be  provided  as 
it  is  undoubtedly  the  cheajKwt  food 
for  this  purpose. 

'There  is  no  way  by  which  the  com 
crop  can  be  used  to  better  advant¬ 
age  than  by  putting  it  in  silo.  Prob¬ 
ably  more  feeding  vnluc  can  bo  se¬ 
cured  from  an  acre  of  corn  put  into 
the  silo,  than  from  an  oqunl  area 
utilized  in  any  other  way.  Silage 
is  always  relished  by  cows  and  fur¬ 
nishes  a  largo  part  of  the  roughness 
required  in  a  cheap  and  jmlatablc 
form.  'Hie  number  of  silos  in  uro  is 
constantly  increasing,  especially  in 
the  dairy  sections.  Silage  is  also 
growing  in  favor  as  a  summer  feed 
to  supplement,  pastures.  The  ad¬ 
vantages  of  si  Inge  as  comjHircd  with 
Held  cured  fodder  have  been  summed 
up  by  Prof.  II.  J.  Waters  as  follows: 

'"The  practice  of  preserving  the 
green  corn  pJunt  in  the  silo  has 
grown  In  favor,  esjieciully  with  the 
dairy  farmer. 

It.  commends  itself  on  the  ground 
that: 

J.  A  large  quantity  of  material 
may  be  stored  in  a  compurutively 
small  space. 

2.  Green  and  succulent  food  is 

thereby  provided  for  the  winter 
months.  ^ 

3.  The  green  plant  is  more  pala¬ 
table,  the  coarser  parts  of  the  stalk 
being  much  more  completely  con¬ 
sumed  when  made  into  silage 

4.  Tie  harvesting  is  done  during 
the  pleasant  weather  early  in  the 
fall,  and  the  durdgery  of  handling 
dry  stover  in  winter  is  obviated. 

5.  It  is  cheaper  on  the  whole 
than  to  bo  at  the  expense  of  husk¬ 
ing  and  grinding  the  curs  and  cut¬ 
ting  and  shredding  the  stover.  It 
does  not  appear  to  affect  the  digest¬ 
ibility  of  the  material  favorably  or 
unfavorably."

Measure  to  Solvo  the  Irish  Land 
Troubles. 

A  despatch  from  London  says:  Tho 
Irish  Secretary,  Mr.  Wyndham,  in¬ 
troduced  the  Government's  long  an¬ 
ticipated  Irish  land  bill  in  tho  1  louse 
of  Commons  on  Wednesday  after¬ 
noon.

The  Boers'  gallery 
and  the  distinguished  strangers'  gal¬ 
lery  wore  filled,  and  there  bus  been 
no"  such  gathering  of  members  of 
Parliament  since  the  opening  of  the 
session.

The 
pajS'i*  is  made  from  new  linen  and 
cotton,  with  certain  chemicals  the 
nature  and  proportions  of  which 
uie  a  carefully  guarded  secret. 

A  curious  feature  of  a  Rank  of 
England  note,  and  one  which  no 
forger  has  eVor  been  able  to  imi¬ 
tate,  is  that  the  paper  is  of  vary¬ 
ing  thicknesses  in  different  parts  of 
the  note,  it  is  a  handmade  paper, 
and,  as  those  who  have  handled  a 
bank  note  are  aware,  is  remarkable 
for  its  strength,  crispness,  and 
transparency.  As  a  further  guard 
against  forgery,  the  ink  with  which 
the  notes  are  printed  is  totally  dif¬ 
ferent  to  any  other  kind.  Its  spe¬ 
cial  properties  are  extreme  blackness 
and  bid/  libility. 

The  peculiar  water-mark  of  an 
English  note,  however,  constitutes 
one  of  the  chief  guards  against  for¬ 
gery.  This  water-mark,  which  prac¬ 
tically  covers  the  whole  of  tho  note, 
is  impressed  on  it  when  tho  paper 
is  in  n 

CONDITION  OF  PULP. 

In  the  early  days  of  bank-notes  this 
water-mark  was  produced  by  a  large 
number  of  wires  fastened  together  ; 
but  now  plates  of  brass,  stamped 
out  by  a  die  of  specially  Hardened 
steel,  have  taken  the  place  of  tho 
wires. 

If  bunk  notes  are  carefully  ex¬ 
amined  it  will  bo  observed  that  tho 
letters  and  numbers  in  tho  various 
water-marks  differ,  us  well  as  the 
printed  llgures  denoting  the  value 
of  the  note.  In  addition  to  the 
aforementioned  safeguards,  however, 
there  are  many  secret,  little  points 
in  tho  engraving  of  the  genuine 
notes  of  which  hankers  are  aware  ; 
but  they  are  so  small  that  the  aver¬ 
age  man  would  not  probably  notice 
their  absence  in  a  forged  note.  v 

There  is  also  another  little  pe¬ 
culiarity  in  genuine  notes  which 
helps  the  hanker  to  detect  those 
which  are  false.  The  original  sheets 
contain  four  notes.  These  are  cut 
in  half  and  two  notes  printed  at  a 
time  and  numbered  automatically. 
They  are  then  cut  again,  and  the 
result  is  that  each  note  has  two 
rough  edges  and  two  smooth.  Many 
bank  officials  are  so  expert  that 
they  know  which  edges  on  a  note 
of  a  given  number  should  be  rough 
and  which  smooth.  Uonsctyuenlly 
they  are  able  ut  once  to  detect  a 
duplicate.

One  is  the  receiver,  which  is  u  tele¬ 
phone  would  be  called  tho  trans¬ 
mitter,  and  which  is  hooked  on  the 
lapel  of  a  coat.  The  rovorso  face  of 
the  disk  is  hollowed  and  in  tho  hol¬ 
low  are  certain  gases,  which  aro 
known  only  to  the  Inventor.

THE  REDISTRIBUTION  BILL. 

The  redistribution  bill  is  under 
discussion  among  the  members,  be¬ 
tween  the  members  and  the  Ministers, 
and  before  the  Cabinet  itself.  But 
some  things  have  been  pretty  well 
decided  on.  County  boundaries  will 
be  abided  by  without,  a  break.  This 
may  be  a  hardship  to  some  but  it  is 
the  policy  of  the  government.  It  is  a 
foregone  conclusion  that  the  two 
Durham#,  East  and  West,  represented 
respectively  by  Harry  Ward,  M.P., 
and  Robert  Beith,  M.P.,  will  be  made 
into  one,  and  send  only  member. 
West  Durham  is  at  present  slightly 
Liberal,  while  East  Durham  gives  a 
majority  of  400  Conservative.  Robert 
Be i tii,  however,  is  lively  to  lose  his 
seat. 

The  two  Norfolk#,  represented  now 
by  Col.  Tisdale  and  John  Charlton, 
will  be  made  one.  This  is  likely  a 
good-by  to  Colonel  Tisdale.  The  pop¬ 
ulation  of  the  two  is  30,000,  and  as 
25,300  is  the  unit  of  representation, 
the  two  had  to  bo  made  one  if  the 
principle  of  county  boundaries  was  to 
go. 

Leeds  and  Grenville,  South  Leeds, 
South  Grenville  aud  Brockville,  will 
be  bunched  because  they  are  united 
count  e*.,  and  Brockville  the  county 
town  Four  members  come  from  these 
now.  bui  only  t  wo  will  come  hereafter. 
Dr  Reid.  J  R  Lavell,  George  Taylor 
and  J ohii  Culoert,  four  Conservative*, 
wi:  be  seeking  but  two  nominations. 
The  four  ridings  now  have  a  population 
of  59,000.  The  unit  of  25,300  comes  in 
with  devastating  force. 

The  government  intends  to  unite 
Duudus  aud  Stormont,  so  that  only 
one  member  will  be  affected.  This 
paiticularly  interests  A.  Broder  aud 
R.  A.  Pringle.  The  argument  lure 
is  that  Dundas,  Stormont  and  Glen¬ 
garry  are  one  county  for  municipal 
purposes.  Glengarry  is  somewhat 
under  the  unit,  but  this  may  be  fixed 
up. 

The  two  Lanark#  will  be  made  one. 
Hon.  John  Haggart  and  B.  Rosamond 
w’ill  have  to  fight  it  out.  Tiio  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  two  is  now  very  much 
over  the  unit  of  25,300. 

Then  Lennox  and  Addington,  that 
are  united  for  municipal  purpose,  must, 
becomo  one.  Either  Uriah  Wilson  or 
Melzer  Avory  will.no  longer  sit  in  the 
house.  Kent,  of  course,  will  absorb

HIRING  OR  SYNDICATING  OF 
CLYDESDALE  STALLIONS  IN 
SCOTLAND. 

(By  Arch.  MaoNellage,  Editor  of  Scottish 
Farmer,  and  Bec’y  Clydesdale  Horse  Society  of 
Great  Britain  ana  Ireland.) 

The  system  of  hiring  Clydesdale 
stallions  has  prevailed  in  Scotland  for 
many  years,  At  first  the  plan  was  to 
hold  a  show  of  stallions  in  different 
centres  up  and  down  the  country. 
The  horses  were  passed  on  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  by  the  farmers  in 
each  neighborhood  and  the  horse 
approved  of  was  retained  for  service 
in  the  district  by  the  payment  of  a 
lump  sum  to  his  owner,  with  a 
guarantee  of  additional  fees  at  service 
and  when  a  mare  was  found  to  be  safe 
in  foal.  Gradually  it  was  found  that 
there  was  a  deal  of  unnecessary 
expense  involved  in  holding  so  many 
little  country  shows,  and  it  was  agreed 
to  hold  one  general  hiring  fair  and 
show  at  Glasgow.  The  Glasgow 
Agricultural  Society  undertook  all  the 
expense  of  organization  and  advertis¬ 
ing  in  return  for  whioh  it  was  allowed 
the  .first  choice.  This  plan  proved 
admirable  aud  was  highly  popular  and 
instrumental  in  spreading  many  first 
class  sires  throughout  the  country. 

The  system  above  outlined  still 
obtains  to  a  considerable  extent,  but 
in  1882  it  began  to  be  modified.  The 
eagerness  of  societies  to  secure  the  best 
for  their  own  districts  aud  not  to 
depend  on  taking  what  might  be  left 
after  Glasgow  had  been  served,  led  an 
Aberdeenshire  society  to  hire  Lord 
Erksine  (1744)  in  the  autumn  of  1882 
for  service  in  their  locality  during 
1833.  This  method  of  hiring  privately 
extended  year  by  year,  until  it  has 
reached  the  height  in  April  1902,  of 
the  horse  Labori  f  10791)  for  tiie  season 
<>f  1903.  Many  horses  are  now  hired 
at  tho  Highland  and  Agricultural 
Society’s  Show  which  is  held  in  July, 
many  are  hired  privately  during  the 
following  winter,  but  the  Glasgow 
•society  still  hires  on  the  old  system  of 
bolding  a  spring  show,  and  a  few 
-ocieties  follow  its  example.  We  have 
therefore  in  Scotland  these  systems  of

The  members  of  the  company  have  the 
first  call  on  the  services  of  the  horse, 
and  are  indeed  under  obligation  to  use 
him  or  pay  forfeit.  This  method  of 
introducing  a  good  horse  into  a  neigh¬ 
borhood  has  met  with  varying  success. 
In  the  case  of  “McCatnon”,  the  results 
oould  hardly  be  improved  on  ;  in  other* 
an  opposite  result  has  been  obtained. 
The  success  of  this  purchase  system  is 
entirely  dependent  on  the  merits  of  the 
dorse.  If  he  gets  stock,  if  be  gets  a 
sufficient  number  of  colts,  if  he  gets 
them  good  enough,  aud  if  he  lives,  the 
company  owning  him  will  be  all  right. 
But  if  he  is  a  failure  in  either  of  the 
three  respects  first  numed,  or  dies,  the 
company  comes  to  grief  and  men  are 
disheartened.  Other  things  being 
equal,  and  circumstances  favorable, 
hiring  is  a  much  better  system  than 
purchasing.

This  method  of  hiring  privately 
extended  year  by  year,  until  it  has 
reached  the  height  in  April  1902,  of 
the  horse  Labori  (10791)  for  the  season 
>f  1903.  Many  horses  are  now  hired 
at  tho  Highland  and  Agricultural 
Society’s  Show  which  is  held  lu  July, 
many  are  hired  privately  during  the 
following  winter,  but  the  Glasgow 
society  still  hires  on  the  old  system  of 
bolding  a  spring  show,  and  a  few 
ocioties  follow  its  example.  We  have 
therefore  in  Scotland  these  systems  of 
hiring  : — 

(1)  The  Glasgow  system  already 
described,  where  the  hiring  of  a  horse 
is  part  of  the  ordinary  work  of  an 
Agricultural  society  organized  for  the 
general  advancement  of  agriculture. 
The  terms  payable  in  such  cases  now 
may  he  about  $400.00  premium,  with 
service  fees  on  contract  of  $10  at 
service  of  mare  and  $10  or  $15 
additional  when  the  mare  proves  in 
foal.  Mares  sold  or  dispensed  with 
before  it  can  be  determined  whether 
they  are  in  foal  or  not  are  charged  for 
as  if  they  were  iu  foal, 

(2)  The  Scottish  Central  System. 
This  is  the  case  of  a  Society  of  Breeders 
resident  at  considerable  distances  from 
one  another,  clubbing  together  for  the 
purpose  of  hiring  a  first  class  florae. 
Tho  horse  is  transported  from  place  to 
place  under  this  management  by  rafk 
the  railroad  companies  in  Scotland 
giving  special  reduced  transit  rates 
for  entire  horses  during  the  breeding 
season.  The  terms  on  which  a  horse 
may  be  engaged  under  these  conditions 
vary  greatly,  but  may  be  $500  premium 
with  a  guarantee  of  80  mares  at  $10 
apiece  payable  at  service,  and  $15  for 
a  foal. 

(9)  A  third  system  may  be  desig¬ 
nated  the  club  system.  A  number  of 
farmers  in  a  district  join  together,  say 
within  a  radius  of  12  miles.  They  are 
enthusiasts  in  horse  breeding,  and  may 
own  rather  high  class  mares.  They 
desire  to  improve  the  quality  of  their 
stock  and  to  this  end  secure  the  services 
of  a  particular  horse.  *They  each  put 
down  their  names  for  so  many  mares, 
and  when  the  requisite  number  is  made 
up,  say  80  mares,  a  few  of  their 
number  ure  appointed  to  select  a  horse. 
Iu  such  cases  an  unusually  good  horse 
iH  aimed  at,  aud  he  may  be  engaged 
under  a  definite  guarantee  of  the  80 
mares,  at  a  1  xed  rate  of  not  less  than 
perhaps  850.00  a  mare  without  regard 
to  there  being  a  foal  or  not.  In  such 
cases  the  horse  owner  is  tender  obli¬ 
gation  not  to  go  beyond  the  80  mares 
guaranteed,  and  the  horse  for  the  time 
belongs  practically  to  the  owners  of 
the  mures,  who  however  have  lo 
responsibility  for  the  horse,  the  groom 
in  every  case  being  employed  and  paid 
by  the  owner  of  the  horse.  It  is 
customary,  though  not  universal,  in 
connection  with  horse  hiring  in  Scot¬ 
land  for  the  farmeis  in  the  circuit 
travelled,  to  keep  the  horse  and  his 
groom  gratis.  There  is  a  general 
understanding  that  the  farmer  who 
keeps  them  overnight  or  over  the  week 
ends,  should  have  one  mare  served 
without  fee. 

(4)  The  purchase  system  has  also 
been  practised.  A  company  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  society  is  formed  with  a 
capital  and  limited  liability.  The 
object  is  the  purchase  of  an  approved 
stallion  for  service  in  the  neighborhood 
with  a  view  to  the  advancement  of  j 
the  breed.  The  capital  is  subscribed 
and  the  horse  bought.

(tukspay’b  wniu) 

A  ( irand  Trunk  brakesman  last  evening 
found  the  body  of  a  man  lying  beside  the 
tracks  at  a  point  about  fifty  feet  west  of  the 
latform  at  the  lower  Grand  Trunk 
unction.  He  reported  the  find  to  Station 
I  Master  Nicholson,  who  atonce  communicat¬ 
ed  the  tidings  to  Dr.  Mnndell,  coroner 
The  last  named  drove  to  the  juuction  and 
took  charge  of  the  corpse  and  after  making 
full  enquiry  as  to  the  circumstances  of  the 
finding  of  the  body  turned  it  over  to  U.  J.

AS  TO  FATTENING. 

My  own  rule  is  to  keep  tho  pig 
growing  and  gaining  in  flesh  from 
tho  time  he  is  bora  until  ho  is  ready 
for  tho  packer.  This  does  not 
mean,  however,  that  tho  pig  should 
have  the  highest  concentrated  feed 
possiblo  tho  first  four  or  five  months 
of  his  life.  All  of  tho  great  variety 
of  healthful  and  nutritious  odds  and 
ends  are  to  be  found  on  any  farm 
arnf  many  times  in  tho  market  at  a 
nominal  cost,  auch1' as  beans,  poas, 
pumpkins,  squash,  vegetables,  ap¬ 
ples,  a  good  quality  of  boarding 
house  swill,  good,  sweet  ground  beef 
scrap  in  limited  quantity,  bost  wheat 
bran  and  middlings  and  last  but 
not  least  by  any  means,  for  it 
should  stand  first  on  the  list,  skim- 
moid  milk  mixed  into  the  entire  mass 
after  tho  wholo  has  been  well  cook¬ 
ed.  Exception  should  bo  made  in 
the  case  of  boaiding  house  swill.  I 
boliovo  it  is  generally  admitted  that 
this  is  not  improved  by  cooking. 
Simply  add  hot  water  and  feed. 

I  prefer  to  feed  swill  warm  after 
it  has  fermented,  simply  bccauso  I 
can  get  pigs  along  faster  in  this 
way.  Accustom  them  to  eat  a  few 
kernels  of  corn  as  soon  as  they  will. 
The  habit  will  bo  valuable  later  on.

Feed  these 
pigs  twice  a  day  on  your  elicnp  mix¬ 
ture  of  swill  till  five  months  old 
when  you  will  shift  them  to  tho  feed 
that  produces  tho  finest  quality  of 
meat.  These  50  pigs  will  feed  easi¬ 
ly  enough  from  a  trough,  50  feet 
long,  perfectly  lovcl,  upon  a  plat¬ 
form  of  plank  8  feet  wide.  i 

WHEN  TO  FEED. 

Feed  about  7  a.  m.  and  2.30  p. 
m.,  with  a  few  kernels  of  corn  at 
noon.  Give  those  pigs  all  tho  swill 
they  will  eat  and  cleun  up.  Tho 
only  way  to  accomplish  this  is  to 
stand  by  thorn  till  they  begin  to 
leave  the  trough.  An  exi>oriencod 
feeder  can  easily  tell  whether  tho 
pigs  are  going  to  dispose  of  any 
extra  feed.

be  secure  from  heat,  good  pure 
drinking  water,  a  good  comfortable 
shelter  from  storms,  well  bedded 
with  clean  white  sand  or  sawduet, 
sufficient  in  quantity  so  they  will 
not  become  stiff  in  the  joints. 

The  value  of  this  lot  of  pigs  can 
be  most  accurately  calculated  but 
the  cost  must  depend  upon  cost  of 
feed  In  different  localities  and  the 
qualifications  of  the  man  to  got  the 
greatest  gain  from  what  he  has  to 
use.  It  Is  cortain  that  one  can 
clear  75  per  cent,  on  his  outlay  In 
certain  Instances,  but  every  condi¬ 
tion  from  beginning  to  end  must  be 
in  his  favor. 

KEEP  TEN  IN  ONE  PLACE. 

If  these  pigs  cannot  be  pastured 
they  can  be  kept  in  any  available 
placo  in  tho  way  of  pqns  where  tho 
conditions  are  favorable.  Ten  in  a 
pen  will  go  all  right  and  the  pen 
should  be  some  12  by  14  feet  in 
stee.  A  lean-to  around  an  old  un¬ 
used  barn  would  be  an  economical 
arrangement.  Tho  work  of  caring 
for  the.  stock  would  be  greater  un¬ 
der  those  pen  conditions,  but  to  bal¬ 
ance  thjs  a  great  amount  of  manure 
would  bo  made  for  the  land.  There 
is  very  much  in  favor  of  having  each 
lot  of  ten  pigs  in  a  small  building 
12  by  14  feet,  for  in  case  of  an  out¬ 
break  of  disease,  the  isolation  from 
the  rest  of  tho  animals  can  be  more 
;  perfect.  Th  *se  penned  animals  must 
bo  given  sonothing  fresih  every  day; 
grass,  weed!',  apples,  green  corn, 
waste  from  the  garden  and  tho  like 
if  good  conditions  are  expected.  — 
American  Agriculturist. 


TRAINS  MAY  GO  FASTER. 

No  Limit  to  tho  Possible  Develop¬ 
ment  of  Speed. 

You  may  buy  a  locomotive  for 
$3,000;  that  Is,  one  that  is  popu¬ 
larly  termed  a  "dinkoy,"  or  should 
you  wish  ono  of  tfco  fastest,  largest, 
latest  passenger  engines  in  the 
world,  $20,000  is  tho  price. 

While  there  are,  now  und  then, 
stories  cabled  from  tho  other  sido 
of  tho  ocean  as  to  the  wonderful 
rate  of  sperd  attained  by  this,  that, 
or  tho  other  foreign  railroad,  yet 
tho  rccept  new  record  in  New  York 
—107  miles  an  hour— will  most  like¬ 
ly  hold  tho  pace  for  a  timo  at  least. 

Many  experienced  railroad  men  aro 
of  the  opinion  that  tho  maximum 
rate  of  speed  in  tho  passenger  ser¬ 
vice  he.s  about  been  reached,  whilo 
an  opposite  view  is  held  by  extreme 
progressives.  It  is,  howovor,  gen¬ 
erally  admitted  that  it  is  more  than 
possiblo  to  build  engines  Which  will 
make  better  timo  than  theso  now 
made,  but  tho  fear  obtains  that  it 
will  be  impossible  to  secure  men  to 
drive  them,  for  the  reason  that  there 
is  a  limit  to  human  endurance.  In 
this  connection  one  of  tho  most 
prominent  locomotive  engineers 
said  : 

"It  matters  not  in  tho  least  how 
high  a  rate  of  speed  engine  builders 
develop,  it  will  not,  in  my  opinion, 
be  a  hard  task  to  employ  men  to 
drive  them.  With  the  assurance  of  a 
clear  track,  it  is  just  as  easy  for  an 
engineer  to  run  his  train  at  a  rate 
of  100  miles  an  hour,  as  it  would 
be  to  cover  half  that  distance  in  the 
sumo  period  of  time.  All  that  is 
necessary  to  improve  tho  present 
system  is  to  keep  the  track  as  abso¬ 
lutely  clear  as  it  is  possible  to  do 
so.  This  state  of  affairs  does  not 
exist  at  tho  present  time.  Granting 
that  every  reasonable  improvement 
is  made  in  the  manner  I  have  in¬ 
dicated,  I  sec  no  reason  to  fear  a 
scarcity  of  i^cn  to  run  100  mile  an 
hour  trains.

Add  to  this,  purely  for 
making  tho  mess  more  tasty  and 
palatable,  a  half  pound  of  sweet, 
fresh  ground  beef  and  pork  scrap  to 
each  animal.  Cook  all  of  this  well 
and  add  some  milk  to  help  tho  taste 
and  fermentation.  Any  little  thing 
that  can  bo  added  that  cannot  af¬ 
fect  the  quality  of  tho  meat,  hut 
which  may  tempt  tho  appetite  to 
consume  more,  like  a  few  apples, 
ears  of  sweet  corn  and  tho  like  will 
help  out  much.

Use  any  method  of  feeding  that 
will  'be  tiic  means  of  encouraging  tho 
pigs  to  consume  tho  most.  Keep 
constantly  in  mind  that  all  tho  pro¬ 
fit  there  is  anyway  is  in  getting 
them  to  consume  all  they  will.  If 
they  will  readily  eat  a  half  pint  of 
corn  to  each  pig  at  noon  give  this 
und  ns  they  grow  older  increase  tho 
amount  a  little.  At  six  months  old 
these  pigs  will  bo  ready  to  turn  us 
tho  highest  priced  class  of  pig  pork. 

I  prefer  to  market  In  a  bunch  if 
possiblo  but  in  any  case  the  feeder 
must  manage  so  that  his  returns 
will  bo  greatest  possible.  Some 
packer  might  induce  him  to  keep  the 
pigs  along  another  month  or  so  nnd 
this  would  mean  much  heavier 
weight  and  more  thickness  of  pork 
on  tho  back.  It  would  ulso  mean 
greater  risk  from  disease,  a  condi¬ 
tion  that  is  liable  to  overtake  any 
of  us.  Bo  sure  to  provide  the  little 
fringe  of  timber  where  these  pigs  can 


engineer  to  run  his  train  at  a  rate 
of  100  miles  an  hour,  as  it  would 
be  to  cover  half  that  distance  in  the 
same  period  of  timo.  A'll  that  is 
nocessary  to  improve  tho  present 
system  is  to  keep  the  track  as  abso¬ 
lutely  clear  as  it  is  possible  to  do 
so.  This  state  of  affairs  does  not 
exist  at  tho  present  time.  Granting 
that  every  reasonable  improvement 
is  made  in  the  manner  I  have  in¬ 
dicated,  I  see  no  reason  to  fenr  a 
scarcity  of  i^cn  to  run  100  mile  an 
hour  trains. 

“Locomotive  engineers  are  gradu¬ 
ally  developed  to  that  high  point  of 
efficiency  wherein  they  safely  drive 
topnotch  speed  trains.  From  liro- 
inon  on  a  ‘shiftor'/they  are  gradual¬ 
ly  promoted  as  €hey  become  ex¬ 
perienced  nnd  demonstrate  t^cir 
qualities  and  reliability.  From  tho 
position  of  fireman  tho  first  pro¬ 
motion  is  to  bo  engineer  of  the 
'shifter,'  and  from  the  latter  to  en¬ 
gineer  of  local  freight,  then  to  local 
passenger,  then  an  express  train, 
and  finally,  after  they  have  thus 
been  tried  out  and  found  to  bo  all 
there,  they  assumo  tho  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  driving  tho  fastest  trains  on 
tho  road.  Thus  it  will  bo  seen  that 
an  engineer  of  a  'limited'  or  'spe¬ 
cial'  has  naturally  grown  into  tho 
position,  and,  if  assured  of  a  clear 
track,  ninety-nine  times  out  of  a 
hundred  ho  will  safely  roll  his  train 
into  the,  station  on  time." 


PAY  OF  TURKISH  MINISTERS. 

A  Turkish  Ministerial  portfolio  is 
a  sort  of  gold  mine  to  the  holder. 
It  is  not  tho  Vizier,  however,  who 
holds  the  richest  claim,  though  his 
salary  is  $06,400  a  year,  which  is 
also  that  of  tho  War  Minister.  The 
“plum"  of  Turkish  officials  is  the 
Admiralty,  which  is  worth  $84,000 
a  year,  and  tho  present  helder  is 
stated  to  have  amassed  a  fortune  of 
$12,000,000.  Tho  Minister  of  Fo¬ 
reign  Affairs  has  $4  1,000,  and 
finunce  comes  next  with  $5,000  low¬ 
er,  financial  ability  being  apparently 
esteemed  in  i averse  ratio  to  need 
for  it.  Tho  lowest  salary  is  that  of 
tho  Minister  of  Mines,  though  it  is 
rather  higher  than  that  of  tho  Pre¬ 
mier  of  England.  The  sum  is  $27,- 
800.

EMIGRATION  SWINDLES. 

Serious  Charge*  Against  Agents  in 
England. 

There  is  something  like  a  "boom" 
in  Canada  at  present,  and  a  number 
of  more  or  less  unscrupulous  emi¬ 
gration  ugents  in  different  parts  of 
England  are  reaping  a  harvest 
therefrom,  says  the  London  Nail. 

Tho  methods  adopted  by  these 
gentry  were  revealed  the  other  day 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Emigration 
for  Canada.  Tho  agents  advertise 
their  willingness  to  secure  positions 
for  intending  emigrants  on  farms. 
When  an  applicant  for  information 
appeurs  at  an  agent's  office  he  is 
interrogated  as  to  his  means,  and 
tho  agent  privately  rcgulatos  his 
fee  accordingly.  Tho  emigrant  is 
promised  a  situation  for  sunns  vary¬ 
ing  from  £2  10s  to  £5,  or  "a  spe¬ 
cially  good  berth"  on  a  bonus  ar¬ 
rangement,  which  may  mean  the 
payment  by  the  emigrant  to  the 
agent  of  from  £25  to  £45  annually, 
extended  over  several  years. 

Anothor  dodge  Is  for  the  agent  to 
promise  the  emigrant  Instruction  in 
agriculture  on  his  arrival  in  Canada 
for  a  remuneration  frequently 
amounting  to  £50. 

Tho  Commissioner  is  anxious  to 
make  it  known  that  emigrants  need 
not  go  to  any  of  this  expense.  The 
agent’s  aid  is  superfluous.  Thou¬ 
sands  of  Englishmen  able  and  will¬ 
ing  to  work  are  required  on  the 
farms  in  Canada.  A  letter  of  intro¬ 
duction  which  will  bo  given  to  the 
emigrant  at  the  Commissioner's  of¬ 
fice,  17  Victoria  street,  S.W.,  will 
Insure  him  a  situation  within  24 
hours  after  his  arrival  in  Canada. 
He  need  not  have  any  knowledge  of 
farm  work. 

People  who  propose  to  settle  in 
Cunuda  are  warned  against  the 
steamship  and  railway  fares  de¬ 
manded  by  certain  ehrigration 
agents.  The.  official  steamship  faro 
from  Liverpool  to  Halifax,  St.  John 
or  Quebec  is  £5  10s.  third  class  ; 
thenee  the  railway  faro  to  Winnipeg 
is  £2  10s. 

Every  steamship  that  arrives  in 
Canuda  includes  umong  its  passen¬ 
gers  emigrants  who  have  paid  exor¬ 
bitant  and  unnecessary  agent's  fees. 
In  many  cases  their  contracts  with 
agents  handicap  them  for  years. 

Fifty  thousand  Engfishmen  are  re¬ 
quired  In  Canada  this  year,  and  if 
the  present  rate  of  emigration  is 
maim  Mined  tile  number  will  be 
reached.

"For  the  entire  400  miles  from 
Perth  there  is  not  a  sign  of  vegeta¬ 
tion.  There  is  no  water  except  that 
which  may  bo  found  standing  in  the 
gnamma  holes  or  basin  like  forma¬ 
tions  in  the  stones.  The  prospector 
fills  his  water  hag  from  these  and 
then  strikes  out  over  the  country. 
When  they  have  found  a  placer  mine 
they  have  no  water  with  which  to 
work  it  and  they  use  n  shaker.  That 
is  a  series  of  sieves  arranged  one 
above  tho  other,  with  the  mesh 
smaller  at  the  bottom.  When  tho 
dirt  has  been  put  through  the 
shaker  it  is  tossed  in  the  air  and 
tho  wind  blows  away  the  fine  dust. 
Tho  gold  then  can  he  picked  out. 

"All  the  water  we  have  is  what  is 
taken  from  the  mines  and  condensed, 
and  this  sella  from  $2.50  to  8(1.25 
a  hundred  gallons.  A  pumping  sys¬ 
tem  is  now  beftig  put  in  which  will 
bring  water  from  Perth.  400  miles 
away,  to  Kalgoorlie.  There  will  be 
ten  relay  stations  in  the  line.  The 
system  will  be  in  operation  next 
year. 

"During  tho  greater  part  of  the 
year  the  thermometer  stands  at  lift 
in  the  shade,  and  should  a  prospec¬ 
tor  get  nwa.v  from  the  gnummu  hole 
without  water  his  sufferings  are  apt 
to  he  something  awful.

RICHES  OF  NATIONS. 

England  and  tho  United  States  arc 
credited  with  being  tho  two  richest 
nations  in  the  world,  but  whut  ex¬ 
actly  constitutes  the  real  wealth  of 
a  nation  passes  the  understanding  of 
the  average  mortal,  says  London 
Tatler.  A  nation’s  wealth  consists 
largely  in  its  borrowing  capacities, 
and  in  this  respect  England  stands 
first,  for  beyond  doubt  our  credit  is 
stronger  thun  any  other  nation  in 
tho  world.  A  little  over  *a  year  ago 
tho  United  States  possessed  a  larg¬ 
er  amount  of  gold  than  that  of  any 
other  country.  In  August,  1901, 
the  Unitod  States  Treasury  had  in 
its  strong  box  a  sum  of  $504,354,- 
295  in  solid  gold;  but  curiously  en¬ 
ough  this  fact  alono  woulcf  by  no 
means  constitute  tho  American  re- 

fjublic  tho  richest  government  in  cx- 
stcnce.
